GOODWIN, Ark., Jan. 15.—- 
Remnants of 17 bodies—victims of 
America's most disastrous air¬ 
plane accident—were recovered to¬ 
day from Arkansas marsh country 
where they crashed to death last 
night in the luxurious American 
Air Liner “Southern,” transconti¬ 
nental ship. 

There were no survivors. 

Coroner J. C. Crawford held that 
the 14 passengers and crew of 
three—12 men, four women and a 
child—died “by accidental airplane 
crash." 

Cause Unknown 

A department of commerce offi¬ 
cial predicted the cause of the dis¬ 
aster probably never would be 
known. 

The last of the bodies was 
brought out of the swampland at 
8:45 a. m., (6:45 a. m., Santa Ana 
j time) on flatbed wagons drawn by 
mules struggling in deep mud. 

The broken bodies were re¬ 
moved to Memphis for a perhaps 
hopeless attempt at identifica¬ 
tion. 

Four Identified 

Although all the dead were 
known, only four bodies had been 
Identified, hours after the big twin 
! motored ship fell. 

These were Mrs. Samuel Horo- 
vitz, 38; her 4-year-old son. Seba, 
and her mother-in-law, Mrs. B. 
Horovitz, all of Wakefield, Mass., 
and Miss Perla Gasparini, 23, of 
Fort Worth, liner stewardess. 

Frank Thompson, Memphis fu¬ 
neral director, said further ef¬ 
forts of officials at identification 
would be useless. 

“Relatives will have to pick 
their own dead,” he said. 

Kin of the victims—14 passen¬ 
gers and the crew of three— 
were hurrying to Memphis from 
various parts of the country to¬ 
day to take up this gruesome 
task. 

Bodies Strewn 

Rescue workers, who found 
bodies strewn over an area 400 
yards long and about 75 yards 
wide in a water-filled bog, left the 
wreckage as it was for a study by 
Jack James, Fort Worth division 
airline inspector for the depart¬ 
ment of commerce. 

The liner crashed early last 
night on the Memphis-Little 
Roek hop of the regular New 
York-Los Angeles flight.

A similar request as well as a 
request for a stay of execution 
was denied yesterday by Federal 
Circuit Judge Warren Davis.

“4. Are you continuing your 
lnde|>endeni study of the ease?

Witnesses For Whitney 
Ouster Case Trial 
Are Announced 


The grand jury had a field day 
today. 

Using a "scatter gun” method, 
it brought in a variety of wit¬ 
nesses, most of whom are county 
officials. 

Ray Crenshaw, who has been 
auditor for the grand jury for sev¬ 
eral years, not including this year, 
was another witness. Mr Cren¬ 
shaw was grand jury auditor dur¬ 
ing part of the time in which 
County Recorder Justine Whitney 
is accused of irregularities in 
filing her reports with the county 
auditor. 

Faces Two Actions 

An indictment charging misap¬ 
propriation of funds has been filed 
against her by the present grand 
jury. Ouster proceedings also 
have been started against her. 

Whether the calling of county 
officials today had any connection 
with MiS3 Whitney’s case was not 
divulged, but it was reported that 
their testimony dealt with routine 
matters.

Subpoenas were being served 
today on 26 witnesses to appear in 
superior court Jan. 27 and testify 
in the ouster proceedings against 
County Recorder Justine Whitney. 
County officials, county employes 
and title company employes were 
among the witnesses. Deputy Sher¬ 
iff John Ryan was serving the 
subpoenas. 

The case to be tried Jan. 27 is a 
civil matter in which the grand 
jury is seeking to have Miss Whit¬ 
ney removed from office.

Senators Say He Knew 
Of Secret Treaties 
Before U. S. Entry 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15. UP)— 
Expectations in some Democratic 
quarters that President Roosevelt 
may sign the baby bond bonus 
payment bill brought neither con¬ 
firmation nor denial today at the 
White House. 

One Capitol Hill authority 
termed it a "pretty good bet” that 
Mr. Roosevelt would sign the 
measure. Another close to the 
White House advised taking such 
bets. 

The President himself was say¬ 
ing nothing. 

Preferring not to be quoted by 
name, the same official who con¬ 
sidered presidential signing a good 
bet, also predicted the senate 
would pass the bill this week with 
only 18 votes or less in opposition. 

Provided all senators vote, this 
would be more than a four to one 
margin for the senate's coalition 
substitute for the house bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15. CP) - 
Chairman Nye of the senate muni¬ 
tions committee asserted today 
that Woodrow Wilson "falsified” 
in chronicling some of the circum¬ 
stances surrounding American en¬ 
trance into the World war. 

He attacked Wilson's post-war 
story that he did not know, at the 
time this country went into the 
struggle, of secret treaties between 
the Allies for the redistribution of 
Europe. 

Nye and Senator Clark, Demo¬ 
crat, Missouri, joined in asserting 
that documents they had ready in 
state department files and else¬ 
where, but which they said could 
not be published, proved both the 
war-time president and his secre¬ 
tary of state, Robert Lansing, 
knew of the treaties. 

"Wilson and Lansing were fully 
apprised by Balfour of the secret 
treaties to which the British 
were committed,” Nye said. 

Previously, Clark had charged 
that Col. Edward M. House, con¬ 
fidential advisor to Wilson, agreed 
to bring the United States into 
war without the knowledge of 
congress.

LONDON, Jan. 15. UP) —Japan¬ 
ese delegates tonight announced 
their withdrawal from the inter¬ 
national navel conference. 

Their decision, signifying the 
end of five-power discussions seek¬ 
ing to effect an agreement on na¬ 
val limitation to replace the ex¬ 
piring Washington and London 
treaties, was announced following 
a "showdown" session of the con¬ 
ference.

Seventeen persons were killed 
last night in the crash of an air 
liner near Goodwin, Ark., but pre¬ 
vious to that, Santa Anans re¬ 
called today, the "record" for the 
most tragic airplane crash be¬ 
longed to Southern California. 

On the night of Jan. 19, 1930, 16 
persons were killed when a tri- 
motored Maddux airliner crashed 


and burned six miles south of San 
Clemente. The plane was en route 
from Agua Caliente to Los An¬ 
geles. Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, 
who was in San Diego with hia 
wife at the time, assisted depart¬ 
ment of commerce officials in 
making an investigation.

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 15. (A*>— 
As District Attorney Buron Fitts 
went to trial on perjury charges 
today, defense counsel, Jerry 
Geisler, asked prospective jurors 
if they had seen or read a pam¬ 
phlet entitled “So They Indicted 
Buron Fitts." 

The pamphlet purports to be 
the “inside” story of the case.

On the seventh, ninth and 
tenth the skies dripped, and on 
the fifteenth they opened and 
poured to the tune of 2.30 inches. 
On Feb. 17 the tune was 3.28 
inches. How it rained—12.13 
inches in February. 

March came in like a lion. Look 
at the record: March 3, 1.56 
inches: March 4, .45 inches; March 
5. .75 Inches; March 6, .52 inches; 
March 7, .67 inches; March 9, 2.72 
inches. We’re doing fine. 

Creek Went Crazy 

Santiago creek went crazy. It 
cut a new channel, started a 
couple of subsidiary channels, 
changed the landscape in every di¬ 
rection. The Santa Ana river 
boiled merrily away, day after day. 
Orchards were flooded, fields in¬ 
undated and scenery changed per¬ 
manently. 

March gave a total of 9.33 
inches, April tapered off with 1.56 
inches and June registered .92 
inches. The total season’s fall was 
32.65 inches, and, gentlemen, it 
rained that year! 

All of which is a little off the 
subject of The Journal's two-inch 
rain contest, but nonetheless if you 
want that new umbrella, get your 
guess as to the day and hour when 
the next two-inch rain begins to 
fall in to the rain editor before 
the precipitation starts.

In the first definite break with 
administration plans to draft a bill 
retaining AAA principles along 
lines adopted by Secretary Wal¬ 
lace's farm conference last week, 
the Grange made these requests 
to congress:

There is none, and that 
is what is wrong with religion 
today," Mr. Hossain said. 

Mental and moral disturbances 
effected by the World war and 
the progress of science had rev¬ 
olutionized spiritual thinking of 
modern youth, the speaker be¬ 
lieved. 

"Young men saw brothers who 
professed themselves Christian 
supporters of the Prince of Peace, 
organize the most calculating 
slaughter the world has ever 
known. If religion cannot make

of religion?” Mr. Hossain chal¬ 
lenged. 

Findings of modem science 
have desecrated tradition and holy 
writ of ancestors, he pointed out. 
The scientific theory of the ori¬ 
gin of the world cannot be recon¬ 
ciled to the book of Genesis, Mr. 
Hossain said. 

"Psychology, one of the newer 
sciences, says fear is not good 
for man,” he asserted. “Yet re¬ 
ligion has exploited and been es¬ 
tablished on the principle of fear. 
Men have followed teachings of 
Christ or Mohammed or any of 
the other great prophets because 
they were afraid not to." 

“We must rid ourselves of dead 
dogma, and worn-out traditions, 
if we are to give the youth of 
today a religion which they will 
accept, if we are to settle their 
disturbances and unrest, if we are 
to give them a way of life,” he 
concluded.

ELECTRICITY JUST STARTING 

P ERHAPS the most significant statistic in America 
today is the one showing we are now using more elec¬ 
tric power than ever before. 

We think we use electricity more widely than any 
country on earth—only we don’t. The average man in the 
United States uses only one-third of the amount the aver¬ 
age Ontario, Canada, citizen uses. 

Dividing the population into the number of kilowatt 
hours used, each citizen of the United States burns up 
1025 hours a year. That’s a lot—but the average Canadian 
uses 2124 hours; the average Norwegian uses 3560 hours. 
Even little Switzerland beats us. 

We’re always talking about power; some other coun¬ 
tries go ahead and use it. Millions of our farmers don’t 
yet know what flipping a switch means. 

If we used as much power, per capita, as some na¬ 
tions, there would not be enough plant-capacity in the 
country to produce it. 

We’re a long, long way from being an electrified 
country yet. But we are awakening to the foolishness of 
doing things by hand when a cheap, silent, efficient serv¬ 
ant can be hired for a few cents a day. 

It won’t be long before we’ll be looking back at the 
power consumption totals of today and wondering how 
we ever got along with so little “juice.”

ON THE THIRD HAND 

W HILE still engaged in helping the U. S. Supreme 
Court interpret the Constitution on the one hand, and 
helping corporations defy New Deal laws on the other, the 
Liberty League undertakes—on the third hand, shall we 
say?—to help Congress “reassert its constitutional pre¬ 
rogatives and put the nation’s house in order.” 

But whereas the league’s efforts to aid the Supreme 
Court have been quite specific, its program for Congress 
is rather vague. The leaguers, like the New Dealers, like 
the Republicans and Democrats and Socialists and non¬ 
partisans, are broadly in favor of prosperity, security and 
liberty. But, while positive that the New Deal is not 
heading the country toward those objectives, the leaguers 
are not so positive as to what alternative steps should 
be taken. 

Typical of the 12 points in the league’s program are 
its recommendations for "further study” in respect to 
social security legislation, for a budget balanced by reduc¬ 
ing some of the expenditures, and for expanding domestic 
and foreign markets for farm products, not through the 
AAA and reciprocal trade methods but “through policies 
in keeping with American traditions.” 

These legislative recommendations are so reminiscent 
of the ambiguities and negatives emanating from high 
places a few years ago that one wonders if the league’s 
president really is that same Jouett Shouse who spent 
four years lampooning President Hoover. 

A NEW LOOK AT LIFE 

S PEAKER TED CRAIG gave fellow Republicans some¬ 
thing to think about in his speech at Fullerton the 
other night. After there had been the usual addresses on 
“viewing with alarm” by the party stalwarts and the 
usual attacks on Democratic New Deal policies, Mr. Craig 
remarked: 

“I know some of you don’t like what I am saying. 
I can tell it by the look on your faces. But putting myself 
in the place of my unemployed neighbor, I wonder how 
many votes the speeches tonight would have made for the 
Republican candidate. 

Mr. Craig sounded what we believe is the keynote of 
the campaign this year from the Republican point of view, 
a new look at life. He wisely observed that there 
is a real problem of humanitarian existence to which the 
Republican party must devote its earnest attention if it 
expects to unseat the Democratic party. 

Regardless of whether the Democratic relief admin¬ 
istration has gone too far or not far enough, or whether 
it has bungled the job and, as its traducers believe, played 
political football with a sacred trust, the fact remains 
that SOME effort was made in the right direction at a 
time when some effort was sorely needed. It is easy now 
to toss it off with the assertion that people have lost faith 
in hard work and thrift and economy. To a degree, and 
in some cases, that may be true. But there are a good 
many men who would like a chance to restore their faith 
in hard work and thrift and the golden rule.
